THE DONOR’S NATIVE TOWN/CAPACITY NOT IN EVIDENCE 


Placed in the Hands of Fifteen Per- 
sons to Be Used for the Benefit 
of All Citizens. 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—In handing over to 15 
representative citizens of his native town, 
Dunfermline, who were his guests at Skibo 
castle early this week, a trust deed trans- 
fering to them §2,590,000 in i-per-cent bonds 
of the United States Steel Corporation, 
and Pittenchieff Park, Andrew Carnegie 
explained the objects he had in view in 
these words: 

“It is an experiment, the object of which 
is to attempt to introduce into the monot- 
onous lives of the toiling masces of Dun- 
fermline more of the sweetness and light, 
to give them, especially the young, some 
charm, some elevating conditions of life. 
which their residence elsewhere would have 
denied, so that a child in his native town 
wil! feel, however far he may have roamed, 
that simply by virtue of being such, his 
life has been made happier and better.” 

Mr. Carnegie proceeded to say that he 


had provided for this experiment in his 
will more than twenty years ago, but his 
retirement from business enabled him to 

ut the scheme into operation during his 

ifetime. The problem set to the trustees 
was: ‘What can be done in towns to bene- 
fit the masses by money in the hands of the 
most public-spirited citizens?’ If it was 
proved that good could be done, the trus- 
lees would open new fields to the rich, 
which, Mr. Carnegie said, he believed thev 
would hereafter be more and more anxious 
to find for their surplus wealth.

The general. managers of the eastern 
railroads entering St. Louls want to know 
what plans the Terminal Association has 
for relieving freight congestion. At, their 
request a meeting has been called for 10 
o'clock Friday morning. 

According to John J. Baulch, traffic 
manager of the Interstate Car Transfer 
Co., in a paper read before the St. Louis 
Railway Club April 10 last, the subject 
is not a new one. 

In opening his paper Mr. Baulch said: 
“Six years ago I had the honor and pleas- 
ure of presenting to this club a paper en- 
titled ‘The Advance and Progress of Bt. 
Louis Terminals.” Tho pace set in the 
railway service during the past six years, 
especially in St. Louis and East S8t. 
Louis terminals, makes the paper read be- 
fore you in January, 1897, almost ancient 
history.’’ 

Julius S. Walsh, former president of the 
Terminal Association, in his letter of Feb- 
ruary 14 last, said on the same subject: 
“The Terminal Association owns the most 
extensive and complete system of railway 
terminals in this country, the result of a 
growth of more than 25 yvears.”’ 

In spite of these facts, shippers say.

ent than ever before since the terminals 
were built, and railroad men fear an ab-

TASK FOR GIANTS 
BENEATH TRACKS 


Monster Girder Is Placed in Position 
for the Union Station 
Subway. 


The first of the great iron girders of the 
Union Station subway, which are to sup- 
port the weight of the tracks and irains 
overhead, was lowered into the subway 
Thursday. As it was swung clear of the 
ground by a huge crane and darkened the 
verge of a chasm between tracks 16 and 
17, just south of the train shed, the begin- 
ning of the heavy work of substituting 
massive iron for the cumbering falsework 
of wood in the vast subway was marked. 
For several days the great girder, five 
and a half feet wide and 18 inches thick. 
and weighing 12 tons, had lain beside the 
track wihile a hole was made in the false 
work big enough to contain it. 

At 10:15 it was hoisted clear of the 
ground. It was pointing north and south, 
but suspended from the middle, and the en- 
gineer in charge of the work, swayed the 
12 tons of metal back and forth with one 
hand to show how easy it would be to 
swing it around to east and west, sus- 
pended in that way, after it had been low- 
ered. 

The principal girders are to run east and 
west. There will be two rows of them 60 
feet in length, which is the extent of the 
subway east and west. They will be sup- 
ported by two rows of columns, one every 
30 feet, where the girders are joined. The 
columns will weigh 12 tons. 

The longitudinal girders, running north 
and south, will be longer and lighter, 40 
feet in length and weighing 8§& to 10 tons. 
The subway will be 133 feet from north 
to south. 


One Room Under 
Track Network. 


Under the network of tracks, over which 
hundreds of trains will pass each day, the 
subway will be one great room. Teams 
will be driven in and out on Eighteenth 
and Twentieth streets. Between the tracks 
will be hydraulic elevators for raising and 


lowering baggage to the track level. 

When the girders are placed there will 
be a layer of strong buckle plate, on which 
concrete will be laid’ 

The work wili occupy eight months more. 
It is prosecuted slowly at best. The archi- 
tectural iron workers are permitted to tear 
up only two tracks at a time. 

When the subway is completed it will be 
the largest of its kind in the world, the 
only one, in fact, on so large a scale. It 
is designed to facilitate the ne wi of 
baggage and express, and is expected to 
be a great advance over the resent 
method of handling it on the track level.

‘Church in the Historic City. 


DIPLOMATS PAY HOMAGE 
TO THE NEW PONTIFF 


The Audience in the Vatican, Where 
Ambassadors of Many Nations 
Were Presented, Gave Promise of a 


New Era of International Amity. 


ROME, Aug. 6.—During one full hour 
this morning there seemed to be nothing 
but vibrating sounds, so penetrating were 
the strokes of the bells of about 600 
churches, which all ringing together, ab- 
sorbed all other noises. The ringing was 
in honor of the election of Pius X—a wel- 
come unique of its kind and ordered by 
Cardinal Resphigi, vicar of Rome, who 
lesued special instructions therefor. All 
the churches contemporaneously celebrated 
masses for the event, the intoning of the 
Oremus combining with the harmony. 
The bells involuntarily served another pur- 
that of ringing in the great cere- 
of the reception of the diplomatic 
body accredited to the holy see. Rome 
has lately been surfeited with Vatican 
functions, but that of this morning was 
so striking that it held its own with the 
others. 

The members of the sacred college guth- 
ered -before the hour set for the ceremony 
and held a kind of ‘informal reception, the 
conclave, short as it was, having brought 
them cordially together. A procession was 
then formed. First came the Swiss guards, 
which gives a peculiar medieval splendor 
to all papal gatherings; then the Palatine 
guards, followed in irregular ranks by the 
whole pontifical court, in its multiform and 
multicolored costumes, the cardinals in all 
the gorgeousness of their scarlet robes, 
and the bishops, scarcely less conspicu- 
ous, in their purple.

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GEN. MILES’ RETIREMENT. 

After an honorable career of 42 years Lieutenant-Cere il 
Nelson A Miles goes on the retired list Aug. 8, 1903. 

Gen. Miles entered the military service as captain Sept. 9, 
1861, and saw more fighting during the civil war than most 
other officers. His first battle was at Fair Oaks, June 1, 
1862, where he won the commendation of his commanding 
officer. Hard work was his portion at Fredericksburg, where 
he was colonel of a New -York regiment, and at Antietam he 
won the star of a brigadier, being recommended for the honor 
and responsibility by every officer under whom he had served.

After the civil war Miles distinguished himself as an Indian 
fighter. One after another Sitting Bull,. Chief Joseph and 
Geronimo were subdued and all danger of Indian wars forever 


removed. 

Gen. Miles’ later career, especially since he was raised to 
the grade of lieutenant-general, has not been very happy. Le 
believes in Miles and is self-assertive, perhaps headstrong. But 
nobody ever questioned his courage or ability as a soldier or 
commander. He fell out with the President and Secretary of 
War and waged a feud with some swivel chair heroes in Wash- 
ington. As a consequence his personal dignity was impaired 
and he lost in the public esteem. But

Judge Grosscup’s Decision Applied to 


the Present Situation in St. Louis. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your effort to relieve St. Louls of the 
bridge arbitrary seems to be near of ac- 
complishment and you deserve much credit 
in having the war department investi- 
wate the Merchants’ bridge to ascertain 
if that corporation has violated its fran 
chise and forfeited its property to the 
federal government. If you are successfu] 
in having the federal authorities in &t. 
Louls break up the combination between 
the Merchants’ Bridge Co. and the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co., the business interest of 
St. Louis will owe you a debt of gra 't- 
tude. If the combination between the 
bridge company and the ferry company is 
not in restraint of trade and in violation 
of the Sherman law, it will be difficult to 
find any combination that would violate 
that law.

Jury Gives Faulkner Three Years, One 
Year More Than at His 
First Trial. 

It is expected that Judge Douglas will 
pass on the motion for a new trial in the 
Faulkner case this week.

EADY TD STR 


Hovering About New England Coast 
Looking for a Port With Weak 
Protection. 


DEFENSE PATROLS DISTRICT

Mimic War Game Will Last Five Days 
and Enemy Will Win by Reach- 
ing Any Land Base. 


Special] to the Post-Dispatch. 

BAR HARBOR, Aug. 6.—Rear Admiral 
Barker, commander of the fleet which will 
defend the New England coast against the 
attack of the enemy under command of 
Rear Admiral Sands, has put to sea wi:n 
his sauadron. 

In the fleet of the enemy are the battle- 
ships Texas, Indiana and Massachusetts 
and two destroyers. 

In Admiral Barker’s fleet are the »battle- 
ships Kearsarge, Illinois and Alabama, 
the cruisers Olymuia, Baltimore, Topeka, 


Chauncey, Decatur, Barry, Bainridge, 
Stuart and Worgen and the auxiliary Ves- 
sels Hartford, Chesapeake, Alliance, Vix- 
en, Scorpion, Peoria and Nina. 

Upon this latter fleet will depend the- 
oretically the safety of New England for 
the next five days, for if Admiral Sgnds 
gets into any port from Eastport to Cape 
Cod, the enemy will have a base from 
which the whole of the group of states 
might be controlled. Practically this en- 
tire stgip of coast is being patrolled by 
the fleet. 

Communication can be carried on from 
ship to ship by wireless telegraph. Be- 
sides, there are signal stations along the 
ccast. The government has had the tele- 
graph wire from Baker’s Island to the 
shore put in condition. This wire was first 
used during the Spanish war. 

Just where the fleets are today is, of 
course, a matter of conjecture, but the in- 
dications are that the fighting force of the 
defending fleet is not far off. 

The officers of the defending fleet are in- 
clined to think that Admiral Sands will 
tg to take Bar Harbor; hence enough 
vésels will be kept close by here to over- 
whelm him ff he attempts an entrance. 

This is a good place to get into, especially 
in foggy weather. The channels are deep 
and the harbor can be reached from two 
sides. One’ side, however, has been cut off 
by stationing the sailing vessels Chesa- 
peake and liance at East Lamoine, noar 
the coaling station.
